Tanya Garcia faced a common di- 
lemma for most parents of graduating 
students: she had only eight tickets to 
commencement when she needed nine. 

But Garcia took an uncommon ap- 
proach to solve her problem by stand- 
ing in front of the University Book- 
store, holding a sign asking for an extra 
ticket. Within an hour, she decided to 
up the ante by offering $100 for the 
ticket. 

Garcia drove from San Diego with 
her mother to try to find an extra ticket. 
Her son, Aaron Garcia, is graduating 
with a degree in business administra- 
tion after five years at Cal State Long 
Beach. 

“It’s been a long journey for him,” 
Garcia said. “It’s worth it for me to 
stand here for one day to get an extra 
ticket for him.” 


Cecile Lindsay, vice provost for — 


academic affairs and dean of graduate 
studies, said in an email that the lim- 
ited number of commencement tickets 
is common at other campuses, such as 
University of California, Los Angeles. 
Because. of the large number. of 
graduates, there is a limit of eight tick- 
ets for the College of Health and Hu- 
man Services, Arts, Liberal Arts and 
Business Administration, according to 


the CSULB website. Even small chil- — 


dren must have a ticket to attend the 
ceremony. 
“In our larger ceremonies, there are

TIME ranks 
Cal State 
Long Beach 
among top 
10 colleges 


The ranking is based 
on factors such as 
graduation rates and 
tuition costs.

The first man on the moon, women’s 
rights activist Betty Friedan and the 
first African American MLB player, 
Jackie Robinson, all have one thing in 
common — they have all been featured 
in Time magazine. 
=-€al State Long Beach has joined the 
list, ranking as one of the top 10 univer- 
sities in the nation by Time magazine. 

This ranking is based on gradua- 


tion rates, tuition costs and the number 


of students eligible for Pell Grants. Of 
the 2,500 schools considered, CSULB 
ranked higher than the other 22 Cal State 
University campuses and many other 
prestigious colleges across the nation. 

The top 10 list is dominated by 
Southern California schools with UC 
Riverside at No.1, UC San Diego at No. 
2, UC Irvine at,No. 4 and UC Davis at 
No. 6. 

The U.S. Department of Education’s 
Integrated Postsecondary Education 
Data System, along with the Obama 
Administration, assessed the schools 
based on their accessibility and gradu- 
ation rates. 

Interim President Donald Para said 
that three factors separate CSULB 
from other universities in the Time 
ranking. 

“We have broad range of accessibil- 
ity, we are among schools with the least 
cost of tuition and our graduation rates 
are great,” Para said. “We have been 
focused on [graduation rates] for over 
10 years now, and that’s what student 
success is all about.” 

Para said he was proud of CSULB’s 
high ranking. 

“The factors that this poll takes into 
account are factors that should be and 
are important to our institution,’ he 
said. “The differences in this poll were 
the graduation rates and the percent- 
ages of Pell-eligible students.” 

Many college assessments are based 
on acceptance rates and test scores; 
however, the Time assessment is based 
on accessibility and future success of 
graduates. 

Though proud, Para admitted that all 
college rankings are different and that 
none are perfect. 

“Every ranking has its issues,’ Para 
said. “They all take certain factors, and 
they weigh them in the ways that are

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so many graduating students that the 
number of guests per student must be lim- 
ited in order for all students and guests to 
have a pleasant experience,” Lindsay said 
via email. “Without limits on the number 
of guests in the venue, there is overcrowd- 
ing that raises safety concerns.” 

There will be several commencement 
ceremonies during the three-day span 
starting May 21. The College of Liberal 
Arts has the highest number of graduates 
and has three scheduled ceremonies. 

Some of the smaller colleges with 
fewer graduates do not have a ticket 
limit, including the College of Educa- 
tion, Engineering, and Natural Science 
and Mathematics. 

“For the three small ceremonies on 
the last day of commencement, tickets 
are not required,” Lindsay said. “These 
are very small audiences that can easily 
be accommodated in the commence- 
ment venue.” 

In anticipation of overcrowding, 
some of the lecture halls on upper cam- 
pus will also stream the ceremony live 
in air-conditioned rooms. No tickets 
are required to watch the live stream- 
ing. 

Although it is encouraged to seek ex- 
tra tickets through classmates, CSULB 
does not authorize the sale of compli- 
mentary commencement tickets, ac- 
cording to its website. 

If Garcia doesn’t find the extra ticket, 
she said she has a back-up plan. 

“We have a priority list at home,” 
Garcia said. “Someone will end up stay- 
ing home.” 

For Garcia, the main priority is to see 
Aaron walk and inspire her younger son 
to follow in his footsteps. 

“If his older brother did it, then he 
can do it too,” Garcia said.

“J think being mentioned in Time 
just goes to show how highly regard- 
ed [CSULB] is,” said Njoroge, who 
is also a Pell Grant recipient. “Long 
Beach gives so many students the op- 
portunity to receive a quality educa- 
tion for a relatively low cost, whereas 
other schools only offer either low 
rates or quality but not always both.” 

Senior international business 
major Ricardo Viayra, on the other 
hand, said he never expected the uni- 
versity to rank in a top 10 list. 

“I never quite thought of this 
school as high ranked,” he said. “I’ve 
underrated this school myself most 
of my years here, but I’ve gotten to 
appreciate it, and it’s actually a very 
good school.” 

Freshman political science and 
Chinese studies major Jordan Haynes 
said the cost and quality of education 
at CSULB provides a great value for 
parents. 

“T never thought, when I was ap- 
plying for schools, that CSULB had 
such a great academic program at 
such a great price,” Haynes said. 

Freshman psychology major 
Delmy Acosta said the Time maga- 
zine ranking was well-deserved. 

“I think it’s good,” she said. “When 
I was applying, I learned this was one 
of the best options for me, especially 
living in Long Beach. CSULB was 
definitely my first choice.”

Debate grows over proposal for CIA to turn over drones 


WASHINGTON — Soon after a U.S. 
military drone killed about a dozen peo- 
ple on a remote road in central Yemen 
last Dec. 12, a disturbing story emerged. 
Witnesses and tribal leaders said the 
four Hellfire missiles had hit a convoy 
headed to a wedding, and the Yemeni 
government paid compensation to some 
of the victims’ families. : 

After an investigation, Human Rights 
Watch charged that “some, if not all 
those killed and wounded were civil- 
ians.” Such claims are common in the 
U.S. drone war, and just as commonly 
dismissed by Obama administration of- 
ficials who insist drone strikes are based 
on solid intelligence and produce few 
unintended casualties. 

But in this case, the CIA and the Pen- 
tagon sharply disagreed. As a result, the 
Yemen attack has become fodder in a 
growing debate about the White House 
proposal for the CIA to eventually turn 
over its armed drones and targeted kill- 
ing program to the military. 

The Pentagon’s Joint Special Opera- 
tions Command, which carried out the 
December strike, insists that everyone 
killed or wounded in the attack was a 
Qaida militant and therefore a lawful 
military target, U.S. officials say. 

“This was not a wedding,” said a con- 
gressional aide briefed by the military. 
“These were bad guys.” 

The CIA, which runs a separate 
drone killing program in Yemen, saw 
it differently. According to two U.S. 
officials who would not be quoted dis-

cussing classified matters, the CIA in- 
formed JSOC before the attack that the 
spy agency did not have confidence in 
the underlying intelligence. 

After the missiles hit, CIA analysts 
assessed that some of the victims may 
have been local villagers, not mili- 
tants. The National Counterterrorism 
Center, which coordinates terrorism 
intelligence from multiple agencies, is 
somewhere in the middle, saying the 
evidence is inconclusive. 

By all accounts, the JSOC target was 
Shawgqi Ali Ahmad Badani, a mid-level 
leader of al-Qaida in the Arabian Pen- 
insula, a virulent offshoot of al-Qaida. 
Badani, who escaped unharmed, was 
the alleged ringleader of plots that 
forced the State Department to tempo- 
rarily close 19 U.S. diplomatic facilities 
in the Mideast and Africa last August. 

The disagreement among U.S. in- 
telligence analysts _ all of whom have 
access to aerial video footage, commu- 
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nications intercepts, tips from Yemenis 
and other intelligence _ shows that 
drone targeting is sometimes based on 
shaky evidence. 

To some members of Congress, the 
Yemen strike shows something else: 
That JSOC is not as careful as the CIA, 
and shouldn’t be given responsibility for 
drone killings. Yemen’s government ap- 
parently agrees. It demanded JSOC stop 
drone strikes in the country, but let the 
CIA continue. The CIA launched three 
strikes last month that killed up to 67 
people. 

“The amount of time that goes into 
a strike package at CIA is longer and 
more detailed than a strike package 
put together” at the Defense Depart- 
ment, said the same congressional aide. 
“Their standards of who is a combatant 
are different. Standards for collateral 
damage are different.” 

Pentagon officials dispute that, say- 
ing JSOC follows the policy President 
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Barack Obama disclosed in a speech 
last May. It bars drone strikes unless 
there is.a “near certainty” that civilians 
won't be killed. 

Sen. Dianne Feinstein, D-Calif., who 
chairs the Senate intelligence com- 
mittee, recently inserted language in 
the classified annex of a spending bill 
to limit any attempts to transition the 
drone program from the CIA to the 
military. 

In March 2013, long before the Ye- 
men incident, she praised the CIA’s 
“patience and discretion” in carrying 
out drone strikes. “The military pro- 
gram has not done that nearly as well. 
That causes me concern,” she said. The 
drones are controversial within the 
CIA, however. While many intelligence 
officers say the agency has decimated 
al-Qaida with its drones, some CIA 
officials say the focus on killing and 
paramilitary operations since 2001 has 
diverted the spy agency from its tradi- 
tional espionage mission. 

The CIA, the Pentagon and the White 
House declined comment for this story. 
Rep. Adam Schiff, D-Calif., a member 
of the House intelligence committee, 
said he believes the military is as ca- 
pable as “‘any other agency” in carrying 
out drone strikes as long as the attack is 
based on solid intelligence. 

“At the end of the day, I don’t think it 
matters who pulls the trigger,” he said.

Associated Students Inc. College 
of Liberal Arts Senator Fernando 
Bogarin was recently named ASI 
Senator of the Year, which came 
with a $500 cash prize for the first 
time in the award’s history. 

Bogarin, a sophomore geography 
major, is about to finish his first year 
working for ASI. In that short times- 
pan, he said, he has accomplished 
many things that he is proud of. 

“One of the things that I always 
look back to is a segment that we 
have with College Beat called ASI 
‘Senate in a Minute,” he said. “Our 
meetings are three hours long, and 
the students can’t sit in all the time, 
so I wanted to make sure that they 
were informed about what happens 
in the boardroom.” 

The award, usually presented by 
the ASI vice president who is also 
the chair of the ASI Senate, was in- 
stead put up to a vote by the entire 
Senate because there was a $500 
cash prize associated with it. 

“TASI Vice President] Jon [Bolin] 
felt that it would be best if everyone 
on the [Senate] voted,” he said. 

Bogarin currently sits on three 
subsidiary boards with ASI, includ- 
ing the ASI Media Board, ASI Board 
of Control and the Isabel Patterson 
Child Development Center Board of 
Trustees. 

“It’s kind of unheard of,” he said. 
“lve been coming out every Fri- 
day to various meetings all over the 
place.” 

Even with no prior student gov- 
ernment experience, Bogarin felt an 
itch to effect change and contribute 
to The Beach in some way. 

“T had a lot of angst my freshman 
year,” he said. “I was learning about 
all these problems and wanted to do 
something about it, and then [ASI 
Chief of Staff] Joe [Phillips] sug- 
gested I run for senator.” 

Although he took Phillips’ advice 
and submitted an application, he said 
he admits to not fully committing to 
his campaign initially. 

“I went into it haphazardly at 
first, but then I started doing more

and I started realizing what ASI was 
about,” he said. “This was a place 
where I could provide a voice not only 
for myself but for other students as 
well.” 

Bogarin said he experienced a rough 
transition from student to senator.

At least, that’s how we feel about 
the alarmed reaction that western 
world has had to the recent Russian 
censorship law. It appears that 
Russian President Vladimir Putin 
has implemented a measure that 
bans most, if not all, expletives in 
the arts. Al Jazeera reported that 
the law will be enforced starting 
July 1, although the specific curse 
words to be censored have not been 
disclosed.

Putin's “Blogger 


Law” violates 
Individual freedoms

On Tuesday, May 6, Russian 
President Vladimir Putin passed a 
law officially known as the “Blog- 
gers Law,” which will require popu- 
lar online bloggers to register with 
the government by August 1. The 
law applies to hot only to traditional 
blogs but also micro blogs and social 
network websites. 

According to Reporters 
Without Borders for Freedom 
of Information, writers will be 
responsible for fact-checking any 
information they post, removing 
any inaccurate comments and 
forbidding anyone from harming 
the reputation of a person ora 
group by falsifying information of 
general interest. 

In addition to registering with 
the Russian government, blog- 
gers will have to declare their 
family name and e-mail address. 
Also, bloggers will have to fol- 
low mass media laws concerning 
electioneering, resistance to the 
government and the publication of 
information about an individual’s 


personal life. Punishment for 
breaking the Bloggers Law will 
result in 10,000 to 30,000 rubles | 
(approximately $300 to $1,000) | 
for individuals and 300,000 rubles 
($10,000) for legal entities. A 
second violation of the law will 
result in a shutdown of the website 
according to ITAR-TASS Russian 
News Agency. 

Over the past couple of years, 
Russia has come down hard on 
internet censorship. In 2012, Rus- 
sia passed a law that allowed the 
government to monitor all internet 
traffic in efforts to “protecting Rus- 
sia’s youth.” 

The law applies to the dissemina- 
tion of information via telecom- 
munication networks, including 
the internet, in places accessible to 
children, according to the Moscow 
Kremlin. The law limits the dis- 
semination of information that may 
be harmful to children’s health or 
their development among children of 
a specified age. Russia also recently 
reports that their internet service 
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providers blocked several websites that 
oppose the government and sources of 
free media according to the Washington 
Post. 

Platforms of blogging websites 
have already taken preventative 
measures to avoid punishment from 
the law. 

Search engine Yandex has disabled 
its blog search ranking tool and Live 
Journal announced it will stop sub- 
scription counts after 2,500 followers, 
according to Animal New York. 

The actions taken by the blog 
websites can theoretically prevent 
blogs with many views from of- 
ficially appearing as popular; there-

fore, they avoid gaining attention 
from government blog regulations. 
Popular blogger Elia Kabanov told 
Animal New York in an interview 
that he and other bloggers will find 
loopholes to avoid regulations from 
the Bloggers Law. 

“As any other Russian laws, this 
one is stupid and far from reality,” 
Kabanoy said in the article. “Block 
one of my pages and I’ll open two 
new ones.” 

In recent years, Russia has created 
anew censorship law that continues 
to filter what goes on in the media. As 
stated by the BBC, two of the three 
main federal channels, Channel One 
and Russia TV, are controlled by the 
government. 

I am not in favor of censorship laws

because each individual in Russia or 
any country should be allowed to blog 
or communicate freely without the 
hands of a government intervening. 
The Bloggers Law is preposterous 
and something that should have not 
been signed into law or considered at 
all. Russian citizens should be allowed

‘without the fear of punishment or 


repercussions. 

It is hard to speculate where Russian 
censorship laws will go in the coming 
years, but it is important to keep an 
eye out for new laws and government 
regulations.

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“Radical feminists” 
miss the cause

Simple Pickup Films is known for the 
group’s breast cancer awareness stunt 
in which they motorboated women for 
donations. The three guys behind the 
project are once again in the spotlight 
for attempting to raise awareness of 
female genital mutilation. 

Jason, Jesse and Kong have a 
YouTube channel and website, which 
is currently down “thanks to radi- 
cal feminists” as the group mocks, 
dedicated to help men pick up women 
and look like stereotypical idiotic 
frat boys in the process. Their videos 
range from “How to be a Good Wing- 
man,” “How to Kiss a Girl You Just 
Met” to “The Perfect Sex Playlist.” 
The trio even has different scenarios 
for picking up girls from Batman to a 
wheelchair and a fat suit. 

This time, the guys at Simple Pickup 
took the Sybian, a female sex toy, to 
Venice Beach and asked women to pub- 
licly and on-camera ride the vibrating 
saddle. For every second on the Sybian, 
Jason, Jesse and Kong would donate $5. 
In total, the group raised $1,335, which 
is equivalent to 267 seconds. 

The groups hasn’t ended the fund- 
raising quite yet. The trio will donate 
$100 for every 100,000 views the video 
receives in the next 30 days. So far, with 
just 4 days after the video was posted, it 
has been watched 2,771,177 times. 

It may seem like a noble cause as it 
promotes female pleasure and raises 
money for a charity organization; 
however, the execution and intent are 
questionable. The Orchid Project, 
an organization that works against 
female genital mutilation, has already 
released a statement that says it will 
decline the group’s donation. The 
reason behind the Orchid’s Project 
choice is because “the average age of 
cutting is between 5 and 8 years and 
so sexual imagery is not appropriate.” 
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Similarly, The Breast Cancer 
Research Foundation returned Simple 
Pickup’s $7,000 donation after the 
motorboating stunt “out of respect for 
the sensitivities for the community 
[they] serve.” Thus, the group found one 
woman who was battling breast cancer 
and donated ‘the money directly to her. 

Although the fundraiser for female 
genital mutilation is still going on, it 
is a mystery where the money will go 
since the Orchid Project rejected the 
means of raising the money. 

The video itself hypersexualizes 
women and subjects them to the male 
gaze. After all, male passersby are 
shown enjoying the view of women 
riding the Sybian. However, the 
women are fully consenting adults, 
so it’s safe to say that the video 
promotes healthy female sexuality. It 
doesn’t, however, promote putting an 
end-to female genital mutilation as it 
states in the beginning. 

It fails to educate viewers on 
some key facts about female genital 
cutting. There was no mention that 
an estimated 125 million girls and 
women alive today have been cut in 
29 countries in Africa and the Middle 
East, according to the United Nations. 
Or that it causes severe bleeding and 
health issues including cysts, infec- 
tions, infertility as well as complica- 
tions in childbirth and increased risk 
of newborn deaths. The video does 
not mention that even American 
citizens are sometimes shipped off to 
international schools or vacations just 
to be mutilated. 

The main issue with the video 
is not necessarily about so called 
“radical feminists” and the perception 
of women’s sexuality. The disturb- 
ing part is the lack of education and 
thought to end the cause of female 
genital mutilation. 
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Sex sells, but

selective preference. 

Other women, like 
27-year-old medical school 
student who goes by Eliza- 
beth Raine, keep it for the 
sole purpose of auctioning 
it off online on her website 
elizabeth-raine.com. The 
highest bid reached $801,000 
before she backed out of the 
deal, according to The Post- 
Standard. 

But she’s not the only one. 
Raine is one of at least eight 
women on record who have 
auctioned off their virgin- 
ity online, according to The 
Frisky. 

Men have bid as high as $3.7 
million to pop a girl’s cherry, 
as one man did for the oppor- 
tunity with Natalie Dylan, who 
held another online auction 
through bunnyranch.com, 
according to the New York 
Daily News. 

Some women view the 
sale of virginity as a clever

way to profit financially from 
something that society is so 
desperate for — sex. 

Besides, selling sex often 
has unparalleled economic 
rewards, according to the 
Kinsey Institute at Cal State 
University, Northridge. 

The act itself is a form of 
prostitution, which is illegal 
in all states except Nevada, 
according to procon.org. 

But even so, the fact that a 
woman can even auction off 
her virginity says a lot about 
the society that we live in. 

Raine realized that most of 
the criticism she received was 
about her immorality, as she 
explained in a blog post that 
was connected to the auction 
site. 

“Tt is no longer about the 
money,” she wrote. “Instead, 
very broadly, it is about how 
society continues to exercise 
control over female sexuality 
by chaining it tightly to female 
morality.” 

But putting a price ona 
woman’s virginity is compa- 
rable to an'‘argument of quality 


versus quantity. Most women 
lose their virginity to some- 
one who means something to 
them, which would therefore 
make for a “quality” first time. 

With these women, who 
auction their virginity off for 
money, though, it is about 
quantity, or the highest bid. 
There is likely not going to 
be a high “quality” in that 
situation for the woman 
involved. 

Virginity auctions should 
not be permissible because it 
is commercializing and ex- 
ploiting an event in a woman’s 
life that is intended to be a 
meaningful and personal 
memory. 

While women like Raine 
fight to separate female 
sexuality and female morality, 
I feel that in some instances, 
it is necessary to link the two 
together. 

If our society and the media 
continue to value women 
solely on sex appeal, then 
there are bound to be a lot 
more “virginity auctions” in 
the future.

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Nutty for comics

Comics serve to entertain the reader through light- 
hearted banter with inspired character development, 
but it is easy to forget the artist behind the ink. 

Richard Cardenas, a senior illustration and anima- 
tion major, is the creative mind behind the “Nutty” 
comic strip that has been featured in the opinions sec- 
tion at the Daily 49er since Feb. 2012. 

Originally printed in Cal State Long Beach’s Union 
Weekly from October 2011 to February 2012, Carde- 
nas wanted to spread the “Nutty” audience to a wider 
demographic so he began working with the Daily 49er. 

The “Nutty” comic uses squirrels to character- 
ize everyday, societal situations. Cardenas said he 
was inspired by the simple multitude of squirrels at 
university campuses, such as the community college 
Cardenas originally attended as well as CSULB. 

Cardenas said he uses the “Nutty” comics to find 
humor in real life situations but, at times, finds it dif- 
ficult to tie an obvious joke into the strip. 

“T use stories from other people or make up my 
own story,” Cardenas said. “It’s not always easy. If 
you have to explain a joke, there is no joke.” 

Although Cardenas is a success in his own right as a 
regularly published artist for Daily 49er, he faced a num- 
ber of obstacles that usually defeat other aspiring artists. 

At roughly three to five years old, Cardenas was 
diagnosed with Aspergers syndrome. Cardenas ex- 
plained that Aspergers is a neurological disorder char- 
acterized with difficulties in socializing and/or a lack 
of motor or speech skills. Cardenas controls the char- 
acteristics associated with Aspergers and he attributes 
his well-being to the support of his parents. 

“With my parents finding me the best help possible, 
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I’ve developed into the independent, sociable person 
I am now,” Cardenas said. “It really doesn’t affect my 
life that much [and] most would say they would’ve 
never guessed.” oe 

Cardenas said that he shares his disorder with a se-. = 
lect group of trustworthy people but is comfortable. 
enough in himself to not shy away from the subject. 
He speculates a number of famous creative spirits 
may share a similar neurological disorder, including 
the creator of Pokémon. 

“TJ don’t think a ‘normal’ person would think of the 
things I would,” Cardenas said. 

Cardenas said he could not recall a time he wasn’t 
lost in a world of creativity in art; for as long as he 
could remember, he was developing characters with 
ink and paper. 

Following his passion for animation, Cardenas ap- 
plied for the BFA Illustration and Animation program 
twice and was rejected both times. As disheartening 
as this was, Cardenas did not let the results deter him 
from his passion in art. Despite a policy allowing ap- 
plicants to only have two attempts into the program, 
Cardenas’s animation professor, Aubry Mintz, saw a 
great promise in him and petitioned Cardenas into the 
program. 

While developing his existing characters in his 
comics, Cardenas is already mapping out the future 
to expand his artwork independently. He said he ad- 
mires illustrators like the creator of the “Bone” com- 
ic, Jeff Smith, in publishing independently and not 
being associated with a major comic developer. 

With only one year away until graduating from the 
program he fought to find a place in, Cardenas said 
he is humbled by the mounting support of his friends 
and family. 

“Life has never been more fulfilling and happy as 
it has been now,” Cardenas said. “I’ll face the chal- 
lenges in life and do them with creativity.”

49ers take Big West championship in dramatic fashion 


Long Beach State 
erases a 6-0 deficit 
thanks to a grand slam 
by Lauren Lombardi.

On the last day of a record-setting 
season, the Long Beach State softball 
team used an incredible comeback at 
UC Santa Barbara in extra innings to 
win its eighth Big West Championship 
in school history. 

Down six runs after only the first in- 
ning, the 49ers (38-17) exploded in the 
fourth inning for eight runs. The 49ers 
slowly chipped away with base hits and 
run-scoring groundouts. The comeback 
was capped off by freshman Lauren 
Lombardi, who hit her second grand 
slam of the season. 

The 49ers’ worst case scenario be- 
came a reality in game three after pitch- 
ing ace Erin Jones-Wesley got shelled 
in the first inning. Jones-Wesley lasted 
only a third of an inning, easily her 
shortest outing of the season. 

Amanda Hansen, so consistent 
all season as the 49ers’ number two 
starter, came in to throw 8.1 innings in 
relief. With the 49ers leading 9-6, the 
Gauchos came back to score three in 
the sixth. 

The game would last until the ninth, 
when Darian Tautalafua hit a sacrifice 
fly to score pinch-runner Alexie John- 


son to give the 49ers a 10-9 lead and 
eventual win. 

The 49ers came into the final se- 
ries of the season against the Gauchos 
(34-20) with identical 13-5 conference 
records. A series win was the only 


guarantee that they would win the Big 
West. 

This is the eighth Big West Confer- 
ence championship in LBSU history. 
This also marks the 22nd postseason 
appearance in school history, the fifth in 


the last seven years. 

The 49ers will now look ahead to the 
NCAA tournament. They will find out 
their opponent during the NCAA selec- 
tion show, which they will watch from 
Beach Club on Tuesday at 7 p.m.
